Homer Clause Hurt 
In Truck Accident 


Homer. J. Clause, of Pahokee, 
sales manager for the Everglades 
Growers Co-operative, suffered 
severe scalp and face ‘wounds, 
broken, ribs, considerable loss. of 
blood and shock in a truck accident 
on Belle Glade Road in front of 
the Pahokee colored schoolhouse 
early Wednesday morning during 
atheavy fog. At the Everglades 
Memorial Hospital where he was 
taken for treatment the attending 
physician stated that- Mr. Clause 
may also have received interna! 
injuries, the extent of Which can- 
not be determined until a completé 
series of X-ray pictures are taken. 

The accident occured around 4 
a. m. as Mr. Clause was returning 
home from the EGC packing hojs2 
at the Pahokee State Farmers’ 
Market which operated all night 
packing celery. As he rounded the 
curve approaching the colored 
schoolhouse in his pick-up truck 
Mr. Clause failed to see the semi- 
trailer produce truck, which had 
broken down at the end of- the 
curve and was parked at the side 
of the road, and he smashed head- 
on into the rear end of the trailer. 

The driver of the produce trick 
had set out flares and had a 
mechanic working on the truck 
at the time of the accident and is 
not being held responsible for the 
crash, according to Patrolman ‘W. 
A.’ Humphries, Jr., of the Pahokee 
Police Department, who. investi- 
gated. Mr. Clause' pick-up truck 
was completely wrecked, he said.

Governor Is Against 
General Sales Tax 


“I am against a general sales 
tax. I shall do everything possibi > 
to persuade the Legislature not 

. to pass a sales tax. Should this 
unfair and unjust tax be passed 
by the Legislature, I shall veto it, 
and then do my utmost to sustain 
the veto. 

“The people of Florida already 
are paying a tremendous sum of 
money in special sales tax. Special 
sales taxes, sometimes called con- 
sumption taxes, account for 32.9 
per cent of all the taxes collect- 
ed by the State of Florida. These 


special taxes, plus the taxes on, 


motor vehicle operators, add up to 
74:4 per cent of all state revenues. 
Thus it can be secn’ that the over- 
whelming weight of the tax load in 
Florida is carried by low income 
citizens. 

“The, rulers of Florida for th> 
past 25 years have contrived to 
pile most of the tax load on peo- 
Ple least able to pay taxes, and 
have erected a wall of exemption 
around the wealthy. This violates 
the soundest and fairest principle 
of taxation, that taxes should be 
levied according to ability to pay. 
+ “I would remind those who are 
“ trying ‘to whip up support: for 
a` general sales tax that of the 
27 states having such a tax, 20 
also have an income tax. And even 
more ominous for those who are 
agitating for £ general sales tax,

In those states having both 
“taxes, the income tax was usually 
the first to be imposed.

And the sales taxers 
again are reminded that, with a 
veto assuvec, it will take a two- 
thirds vote to cnact a genera!

scandalous fact that many coun- 
tjes assess real property sé low 
that a mere trickle of revenue is 
produced, while other counties as- 
sess real property at or near its 
fair and reasonable value, thereby 
producing the quantity of revenue 
intended and required by the 100 


this,,a citizen of Florida living in 
one county pays comparatively 
high taxes on real property, while 
a citizen living in another county 
pays low taxes on -property of the 
same ‘actual value—the wide dif- 
ference ‘being caused by equitable 
assessments in the first county aná 


unfairly low assessments in the 
second. 
“This not only discriminates 


where real property is assessed 
according to the 100 per cent valu- 
ation law, but it robs the counties 
where assessments deliberately 
have been fixéd low of millions of 
dollars of badly needed and ‚legal- 
ly due revenue.

"The State, in dien‘ must impose 
taxes upon the people of all th? 
counties, including those counties 
which pay their'fair share of real 
property taxes, to get the money 
to help the counties which have 
cheated by assessing real property 
far beldy its actual value. This 
violates every principle of fair 
dealing. It must be stopped. Tax 
slackers must be eliminated. 

“It seems to me the Legislature 
should submit to the people a pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitu- 
tion providing for a State. Tax 
Commission to be composed of one 
member from each Congressional 
district and one from the State at 
large. All members would be ap- 
pointed by the Governor and con- 
firrited by the-Senate. 

“Since it is essential that mem- 
bers of such a «Commission have 
knowledge of and experience ın 
assessing taxes, I think perhaps 
its members should be selected 
from among the'67 county tax as- 
sessors of the tate. -To hold the 
administrative costs of such 4 
Commission*to a minimum, it oc- 
curs to me ‘that the county tax 
‘sors selected to serve on the 
te Tax Commission should con- 
tinue to receive their. salaries as 
tax astessors and serve as ex-of- 
ficio members of the Tax Commis- 
sion. They would be paid only s 
reasonable per diem and expenses 
for the days they actually work as 
e tax commissioners. I believe 
ould require only ~ small por- 
tion of to discharge 
fully and capably their duties as 
members of 2 State Tax Cor mmis- 
sion. 

“By ‘drafting’ county tax asses 
rs, not only would the State co- 
tain men experienced in tax as- 
sessing and hold expenses to 2 
minimum, but it would remove the 
danger of having a State Tax Com- 
mission filled with incompetent, 
political henchmen. 

“This question so deeply affects 
all the people of the State that T 
have felt I should present this pro- 
posal to them in advance of the 
convening of the Legislature, so 
that there may ‘be full and free 
public discussion before the Legi- 
slature is asked to submit it to 
the people for their decision. 

“I am not wedded to this parti- 
cular plan. I would favor any fair 
plan which would correct the 
abuses of the 100 per cent property 
valuation law now existing in 
many counties.” ve

» Congress ‚last year authorized 
the first phase of the program 
designed to,protect the East Coast 
urban and agricultural. areas in 
Dade, Broward.and Palm Beach 
counties, and the developed areas 
south and east of Lake Okeecho- 

The budget recommended, $1, 
000,000: to start the program. The 
Floridians want this amount in- 
creased—to $16,400,000 if possible. 

Rep. Smathers (D-Fla) told the 
committee, in « statement that the 
Florida, Legislature will meet in 
April an dconsider a $3,000,000 ap- 
propriation.as the State's share in 
the cost the next two years. 

“I' believe, hawevef,” he said, 
“that we should offer affirmative 
evidence that the Federal govern- 
ment intends to. appropriate its 
share of the expenses before the 
Legislature convenes in April.” 

Smathers said’ the area to bə 
protected’ includes some of Flor- 
ida's richest. farm area and suf- 
fered heavily’ in Southern Florida's 
1947 flood.
